Jn part Mr, Farrell said: 
"In the. last analysis, this Is n. con-

At ihe 
beginning of the war both sides were 
In possession of these to a lavish de- 
gree. By dint of prodigal use by all 
of the combatants, these 
.resuorces 


have been very seriously reduced and 
In the cnse of (lei-many they must be 
approaching exhaustion. There can be 
no question on which side lies the pre- 
ponderence of economic strength. If It 
were merely a question of matching: 
tho resources of the Entente Allies 
with thos£ possessed by the 
Central 


Powers, weight for weight, or bulk for 
bulk, the war would speedily come to 
an end. The war Is prolonged because 
of the skill and determination which 
Germany has brought to the organiza- 
tion and co-ordination of all the ma-. 
terlal forces available lo her. 


"It is here that an Imperative obll- 
atlon rests on American business to 


contribute Its Intelligence, Us energy, 
and its tenacity whole-heartedly and 
unselfishly to the problem of how all 
tho resources at Joint command 
can 


be best employed In the service of the 
war. 


"The United States Is called upon 


to do- Its share of a tremendous task 
with a meagre merchant marine. Tt is 
freely admitted that.Great Britain at 
the outset of tho war allowed a. vast 
amount of merchant tonnage to be 
wasted through lack of centralized pow 
or, and It Is doubly important that the 
United States should profit by the les- 
son by avoid tug any such loss In ef- 
ficiency. Yet, although It was appar- 
ently the intention of congress to con- 
centrate In the shipping board all the 
functions 
relating to lho 
American 


merchant marine, there Is ,as yet, no 
unified control of tonnage. Vessels are 
impressed for the navy and held under 
navy control; vessels are Impressed 
for the army and held under army con- 
trol. This Is precisely what happened 
In England at tho outbreak of tho war, 
mid caused an 
enormous waste 
of 


available tonnage. It was only after 
two years of sue wastage that the

"While1 the supply of tho needs of ; 


it would he a mistake to regard- thts 
as entirely apart and ac]>arutc from the 
maintenance of pur neutral commerce, 
especially ot that with l-.Htlu-America 
and Asia. They arc as. much depend- 
ent on us for merchandise which, on 
account of war conditions!, is obtain- 
able nowhere else, as we are on them 
for 
indcsn en sable military supplies. 


Happily, we seem to be in the way of 
having1 the co-operation of tho larger 
part of Latin America in te prosecu- 
tion of the war, but should that not 
come to pass we can still reckon on Ha 
hcnovelent neutrality. We may realize 
practically Pan-Americanism by the 
Ktcadftist recognition in principle and 
practice of tlie economic tics between 
[lie United Slates and the other Am- 
erican Republics. . Our country must, 
continue to offer a market for a con- 
siderable part of the products of Fwitln 
America, and must see to It that adc- 
ouatc transportation Is provided for 
ihe conveyance of that merchandise.
